The Secret Treaty Issue. 
(Galveston News.) 
While the dispatches have not been 
explicit on that point, they have indi­ 
cated that Mr. Wilson’s objection to 
the Italian demands is based solely 
non the claim to the city of Flume. 
If this is so, the controversy does not 
present the question whether a secret 
treaty is to take precedence over tho 
rms of the armistice. For the secret 
treaty, entered into in 1915, does not 
promise Fiume to Italy. On the con­ 
trary, it was the understanding of all 
who were concerned in the negotia­ 
tion of that treaty that Fiume was to 
be given to the jugo-.slavs, in the event 
they should make war on the Auatro- 
Hungarian empire, which they after­ 
ward did. It was actually promised to 
the Croats, who are now included in 
jugo-slavia. Hence, if the appeal were 
to the sanctity of treaties, secret or 
otherwise, Italy instead of having a 
claim to Fiume would in reality be 
compelled to recognize the right of 
the jugo-slavs to possess it. 
Great 
Britain and France have at all times 
declared their readiness to fulfill the 
obligations of the secret treaty, but 
they have also declared that the more 
Italy insists od the fulfillment of all 
its terms, the more surely it forfeits 
all claim to Fiume that 
m ight be 
founded upon such conditions as it 
advances. 
The tact that the question of what 
respect is due to a rec ret treaty that 
conflicts with the fourteen points is 
not involved in this controversy de­ 
serves to be emphasized. One reason 
for emphasizing it is that only so can 
one make the looper distinction be­ 
tween Italy’s claim to Fiume and J a ­ 
pan’s claim to the Chinese province of 
Shantung. For Japan’* claim to Shan­ 
tung has no other basis than the fact

May the husband went to France. 
In 
November he made the great sacrifice 
in the battle of Argonne, and in Jan­ 
uary little Pierce was born.

ing back, I can recall so vividly the 
night they got the official notice.

But m other said she w as 
not feeling well and sister had a head­ 
ache and fath e r said he w as too tired 
to eat. And so I,, who w as the center 
of the tragedy, all unknowing, enjoy­ 
ed the meal while the re st of them 
grieved for my sake. 
I didn’t notice, during the next few 
days, how carefully they guarded the 
mail and papers so th a t I wouldn’t 
learn the tru th .

Austin, Texas, May 8.—By unan­ 
imous vote* the house Wednesday af­ 
ternoon passed the McNealus vote bill 
to give the soldiers, sailors and m a­ 
rines a vote without the payment of 
the poll tax. Vaughn of Hunt, chair­ 
man of the committee on privilege* 
and election, had a letter from A ttor­ 
ney General Cureton which he read 
during the closing debate, in which 
Mr. Cureton declared it as his be­ 
lief that the MeNeuIus bill, as it was 
originally drawn, clearly comes with­ 
ing the limitations of the constitution, 
and this being the ease the measure 
will be signed by Governor Hobl^y as 
soon as it is presented to him.

The trouble yesterday .started when 
the head of one of the live socialist 
parades, scheduled to meet in a mass 
meeting at public square, was stop­ 
ped and liberty loan workers and an 
army lieutenant tore a red flag from 
a man at the head of the marchers, 
practically every one of whom were 
carrying red flags. 
In less than ten minutes riots had 
developed at several other points and 
mounted and foot policemen were 
quickly switched from one location to 
another to quell the fighting. 
The 
trouble in public square started when 
Lieutenant H. S. Bergen, who served 
with the eightieth division overseas, 
demanded that several soldiers remove 
their uniforms or the red flags they 
w'ore on their breasts. 
The soldiers refused, 
and 
C. E. 
Ruthenberg, scheduled as the princi­ 
pal socialist speaker, interceded for 
the socialists. 
Lieutenant Bergen and Lieutenant 
John Hardy of 
Detroit 
thereupon 
mounted the platform and tore the 
red insignia from the khaki uniforms. 
The act was the signal for a grand 
rush by thousands of socialist sym­ 
pathizers. 
Mounted police* who had 
rushed 
away to other riot calls, dashed back 
to public square and rode down the 
fighting mob, using their clubs right 
and left. Several shots were fired by 
socialist sympathizers. 
The mounted 
police and several soldiers manning 
an arm y tank and tw'o 
big 
trucks 
charged pell mell into the battle, dis­ 
persing the mob. 


250 POLICEMEN HURT

BERLIN CLOSES UP

She is Sharply Restricted Along Lines I brough 
Which She Might Seek to Rehabilitate Her­ 
self, or Again Overrun Neighboring Nations. 


Versailles, May 7.— Germany tixiay was told the terms upon 
widen tne amen and associated powers will make peace witn 
ner. 'inese terms were cotamed in a treaty of eignty thousand 
v, rn us, minded to tne ueraiau plenipotentiaries at a me moraine 
assemblage nere, attended by tne delegates of twenty-seven 
nations wuicn are parties to the peace pact. 
rue terms ot me treaty sped Ute end or Germany as a mili­ 
tary power. She is deprived of her fleet, her army is cut down 
to normal dimensions, aud she is sharply restricted along lines 
turougn which she might seek. to rehabmtate herself militarially 
or economically. 
The future course of Germany is also hedged about with 
stipulations, intended to insure her ability to pay the indemnity 
demanded by allies, but to prevent her trom exploiting her old 
tune resources as strangling competitors to the nations around 
ber and over which she ran and devastated during the war. 
’T he German army is reduced to one hundred thousand men, 
including officers; conscription within her territories abolished; 
ail forts iifty kilometers east of the Rhine are to be razed and all 
importations and exportations and nearly all production of war 
material is stopped. 
Allied occupation of parts of Germany will continue until 
reparation is made, but will be reduced at tne end of each three 
and five year periods, if Germany is fulfilling her obligations. 
Any violation by Germany of the conditions, as to zone, fifty kilo­ 
meters east of the RJiine will be regarded as an act of war. 
The German navy is reduced to six battleships, six light 
cruisers, twelve torpedo boats, without submarines and a person­ 
nel of not over fifteen thousand men. 
All other vessels must be surrendered or destroyed. 
Ger­ 
many is forbidden to build forts controlling the Baltic, must de­ 
molish Helgoland, open the Kiel canal to all nations, and surren­ 
der her fourteen submarine cables; may have no military or 
naval air forces, except one hundred unarmed sea planes, until 
October first to detect mines and may manufacture aviation ma­ 
terial for six months only. 
Germany accepts full responsibility for all damages caused 
to allied and associated governments and nationals; agrees spe­ 
cifically to reimburse all civilian damages beginning with an in­ 
itial payment of twenty billion marks, subsequent payments to 
be secured by bonds issued at discretion of reparation commission. 
Germany is to pay shipping damage on ton for ton basis by ces­ 
sion of large part of her merchant coasting and river fleets, and 
to devote her economic resources to rebuilding of devastated 
regions. She agrees to return to the 1914 most favored nation 
tariff; to allow allied and associated nationals freedom of transit 
through her territories and to accept highly detailed provisions 
as to pre-war debts, unfair competition, internationalization of 
roads and rivers and other economic and financial clauses. 
In addition to the securities afforded by the treaty of peace, 
the President of the United States pledges himself to propose 
to the senate and the prime minister of Great Britain pledges 
himself to propose to parliament in agreement and subject to the 
approval of the council of the league of nations to come immedi­ 
ately to the assistance of France in case of an unprovoked at­ 
tack by Germany. 
Germany, by the terms of the treaty restores Alsace-Lorraine 
to France, accepts internationalization of the Saar Basin tem­ 
porarily and of Danzig permanently; agrees to territorial changes 
towards Belgium and Denmark in east Russia; cedes most of 
upper Sellesia to Poland and renounces all territorial and po­ 
litical rights outside of Europe, as to her ow n or her allies territo­ 
ries, and especially Morrocco, Egypt, Liberia and Shantung. 
Germany also recognizes total independence of German 
Austria Czechoslovakia and Poland, according to the statement 
issued by the committee on public information.
